Haitian officials want trial 
for volunteers who tried 
to bus kids out of country 
without documents

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti Haitian and US. officials 
are considering a trial in the United States for 
ro Americans who were arrested while trying to 
bus children out of Haiti without documents or 
permission. 

The aborted Baptist “rescue mission” has 
become a major distraction for a crippled gov- 
ernment trying to provide basic life support to 
millions of earthquake survivors. Haiti’s courts 
and justice ministry were destroyed in the disas- 
ter, which also killed many judicial officials. 

But the government insisted Monday that the 
Americans — however well-intentioned—must 
be prosecuted to send a strong message against 
child trafficking. 

“There can be no question of taking our chil- 
dren off the streets and out of the country,” 
Communications Minister Marie-Laurence 
Jocelin Lassegue said. “They will be judged. ... 
That’s what is important.” 

Since their arrest Friday near the border, the 
church group has been held inside two small 
concrete rooms in the same judicial police head- 
quarters building where ministers have make- 
shift offices and give disaster response briefings. 
They have not yet been charged. 

One of their lawyers said they were being 
treated poorly: “There is no air conditioning, 
no electricity. It is very disturbing,” attorney 
Jorge Puello told the AP by phone from the 
Dominican Republic, where the Baptists hoped 
to shelter the children in a rented beach hotel. 

One of the Americans, Charisa Coulter of

Boise, Idaho, was being treated Monday at the 
University of Miami’s field hospital near the 
capital’s international airport. Looking pale and 
speaking with difficulty from a green Army cot, 
the 24-year-old Coulter said she had either severe 
dehydration or the flu. A diabetic, she initially 
thought her insulin had gone bad in the heat. 

Two Haitian police officers sat beside the cot, 
guarding her. 

“They’re treating me pretty good,” she said, 
adding that Haitian police didn’t bring her group 
any food or water, but that U.S. officials have 
delivered water and MREs to eat. “I’m not con- 


cerned. I’m pretty confident that it will all work 
out,” she said. 

While the US. Baptists said they were only 
trying to rescue abandoned children from the 
disaster zone, investigators were trying to deter- 
mine how the Americans got the children, and 
whether any of the traffickers that have plagued 
the impoverished country were involved. 

Their detained spokeswoman, Laura Silsby, 
conceded that she had not obtained the proper 
Haitian documents, but told the AP from deten- 
tion that the group was “just trying to do the 
right thing” amid the chaos. 


Obama rolls out $3.8T budget plan

WASHINGTON President Obama on Monday 
sent Congress a $3.8 trillion federal budget that 
includes a $100 billion jobs package, more edu- 
cation spending, higher taxes on families earn- 
ing more than $250,000 a year and a focus on 
controlling the deficit. 

The spending blueprint for fiscal year 2011, 
which starts Oct. 1, is 3 percent more than the 
government is spending this year, according to 
the White House Office of Management and 
Budget. 

“Tt’s a budget that reflects the serious chal- 


lenges facing the country,” Obama said Monday 
morning at the White House. “We're at war. 
Our economy has lost 7 million jobs over the 
last two years. And our government is deeply in 
debt after what can only be described as a decade 
of profligacy.” 

The budget now goes to Congress, where it 
can expect a cool reception from Republicans 
who oppose tax and fee increases and who will 
seek more cuts in some areas to bring down the 
deficit. 

In presenting his budget, Obama reached out 
to Republicans but, in a theme he has used in 


recent days, warned against political gamesman- 
ship. 

“Tn order to meet this challenge, I welcome 
any idea, from Democrats and Republicans. 
What I will not welcome—what I reject—is the 
same old grandstanding when the cameras are 
on, and the same irresponsible budget policies 
when the cameras are off.” 

Many of the budget details have been known 
for days, including Obama’s call for a three-year 
freeze on discretionary spending, about 17 per- 
cent of the budget. On Monday morning, he 
focused on jobs and the deficit.

Next Monday will be no different. 
Marencik, 32, is one of the lucky commut- 
ers who won't have to adjust her morning 
schedule because of the CTA service cuts 
that take effect Sunday. The No. 33 bus, 20 
other buses and the Yellow Line won’t see 
service changes. The remaining buses and 
rail lines will see less frequent service. 

The 21 bus routes that have been spared from cuts include museum 
routes such as the No. 10o-Museum-of-Science-and-Industry bus and 
the No. 130-Museum-Campus bus. Also saved: Four University of 
Chicago buses; the No. X98, which shuttles Avon workers between 
the Irving Park Blue Line stop and an Avon facility in Morton Grove; 
and the No. 49A-South-Western bus, which travels on Western Avenue 
between 79th Street and 135th Street. 

CTA spokeswoman Noelle Gaffney said that when making its cuts, 
the agency considered ridership on buses and how the cuts would 
affect minority communities. 

The CTA chose to eliminate nine express buses because there is 
alternate service along these routes and not to eliminate night owl 
service such as the No. 5 South Shore bus, which travels between the 
95th Street and 69th Street Red Line stops between 11:20 p.m. and 
4:40 a.m. on weekdays. The CTA also has contractual and partnership 
commitments to run certain buses, such as the routes that service the 
University of Chicago and Avon. 

Marencik said the No. 33 bus saves her about 15 minutes of commuting 
time. But because the No. 33 bus runs only in the morning, Marencik said 
she catches either the No. 120 Ogilvie/Wacker Express or the No. 121- 
Union/Wacker Express to Union Station for the Metra in the evenings 
after work. Both buses are slated to run less often, starting next week. 

“But my mornings are going to be totally fine,” Marencik said.

Guilty plea

The booming preacher’s voice he often used 
to staunchly defend Mayor Daley’s policies at 
City Hall was missing Monday as stone-faced 
Ald. Isaac “Ike” Carothers quietly pleaded 
guilty in federal court to bribery and tax 
charges, bringing to 29 the number of alder- 
men—his father included—to be convicted 
during the past four decades. 

The felony conviction capped a stunning 
fall for Carothers, who admitted his guilt 
in exchange for a 28-month prison term. 
Carothers was that rare alderman who agreed 
to work undercover for federal authorities, 
wearing a wire and secretly recording other 
public officials and businessmen. Next month 
he is scheduled to testify at the trial of a devel- 
oper accused of providing Carothers with 
$40,000 in home improvements for backing 
a controversial project in his 29th Ward. 

His plea agreement revealed he also took 


thousands of dollars in cash from others who 
wanted his help. 

Carothers, an alderman since 1999, imme- 
diately tendered his resignation Monday in a 
letter to Daley. 

“Please keep me and my family in your 
prayers,” he wrote. “It has indeed been a plea- 
sure serving with you and other members of 
the Chicago City Council.” 

Even on a City Council full of strong per- 
sonalities, Carothers, 55, was known as a bit of 
a political bully and had the bluster to match 
his sizable frame. Ever a Daley defender, he 
spoke on the council floor with the assured- 
ness of colleagues with decades more experi- 
ence and was not above belittling those who 
did not side with the mayor. 

“He certainly was a caricature of the West 
Side ward boss,” said Alderman Joe Moore, 
49th. “Watching him in action was sort of 
like watching a film clip from 40 years ago.

He did not change with the times. He had the 
typical approach of the stereotypical politi- 
cian—sort of a ‘what’s in it for me’ attitude.” 

His guilty plea came 27 years after his 
father, William, a former alderman, was con- 
victed and sentenced to three years in prison 
for strikingly similar behavior—trying to 
extort as much as $32,500 worth of remodel- 
ing work at his ward office in exchange for 
permits needed for a hospital expansion. 

“This is the first father-son case we’ve had 
among the aldermen,” said Dick Simpson, a 
former alderman who is a political science pro- 
fessor at the University of Illinois at Chicago. 

Carothers also becomes the first sitting 
Chicago alderman in the past quarter-cen- 
tury to agree to testify in court as part of a 
criminal plea deal, according to records kept 
by Simpson’s department at UIC. Two former 
aldermen previously have made such agree- 
ments, those records indicate. 
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Fire destroys Costa’s

A bartender at a Greektown restaurant 
destroyed in an extra-alarm fire early 
Monday said the blaze started in the 
kitchen and he tried in vain to put it out 
with a fire extinguisher. 

Paul Kret said he and another worker 
were the only people inside Costa’s Greek 
Dining and Bar at 340 S. Halsted St., and 
they were about to shut the doors for the 
evening when he smelled smoke from the 
kitchen at about 11:20 p.m. 

A Fire Department spokesman said 
officials were investigating a deep 
fryer as the possible cause, but no final 
determination has been made. No injuries 
were reported. 


Testimony: Peterson 
sneaked into home 

A neighbor of Kathleen Savio testified 
Monday that she was terrified of her ex- 
husband Drew Peterson in the months 
before she was found dead, fearing 
Peterson had bugged her phone and was 
sneaking into the home through a hole in 
the garage. 

Nick Pontarelli, 19, said he was 14 at 
the time of Savio’s death in 2004. He said 
Savio had placed a deadbolt lock on her 
bedroom door and a second deadbolt 
lock on the front door, but she believed 
Peterson had drilled a hole over the 
deadbolt in her bedroom. 


Murder charges filed 

in fatal beating case 

Charges were upgraded to murder 
Monday against a man arrested last month 
and accused of beating his 30-year-old 
wife, who died during the weekend, 
Officials said. 

Luis Viramontes, 31, of the 5700 block 
of South Rutherford Avenue, was charged 
Monday with first-degree murder after 
officials ruled her death a homicide, said 
Andrew Conklin, a spokesman for the Cook 
County state’s attorney’s office. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s 
office determined that the Sandra 
Viramontes died from broncho pneumonia, 
multiple blunt force trauma and assault.

It might have taken almost a month, but 
the Bears finally filled their vacant offensive 
coordinator position Monday, hiring the 
architect of “The Greatest Show on Turf,” 
Mike Martz. 

The Bears, who were put under a win-or-else 
mandate by team President Ted Phillips last 
month, made the bold move 27 days after firing 
Ron Turner and most of his offensive staff. 
Now, Martz will direct “The Greatest Show 
on Soldier Field Sod” with Jay Cutler, whom 
he called the most gifted quarterback he’ll ever 
work with. 

“I am very pragmatic in the approach,” Martz 
said. “You have to analyze your personnel, the 
circumstances and the situation like Soldier 
Field and look at what you have and the 
conditions and then go from there.”

Sure, Bears fans are wary and weary of 
this situation. (Maybe they should’ve tried 
The Situation. He’s proven to be talented at 
being offensive.) 

Now that the former St. Louis, Detroit 
and San Francisco offensive guru has been 
named Bears OC, the blogosphere is erupt- 
ing with anti-Martz fire and passion. It was 
strangely entertaining over the weekend to 
watch The Score’s Bears beat reporter, Zach 
Zaidman, fend off fans’ tweets about Martz. 

Martz is far and away the best available. 
Even if you want to credit his incredible 
success with the Rams’ “Greatest Show 
On Turf” to the talent on those teams, you 
still have to respect how he immediately 
improved the Lions’ and Niners’ offenses 
when he joined their staffs. 

In 2005, the Lions ranked 28th in points 
per game and 26th in yards per play. When 
Martz joined in 2006, his offense jumped 
to 21st and 14th, respectively, then to 16th 
and 14th in 2007. With the personnel of the 
Lions, people! In 2007, the Niners were 32nd 
in scoring and yards per play. Martz joined in 
2008, immediately lost starting quarterback 
Alex Smith to injury and still improved to 
22nd and 17th with J.T. O’Fricking Sullivan 
throwing passes. 

If he could improve the Bears’ ranks in 
those two key stats, then the Bears will 
almost certainly be a playoff team in 2010. 

There still is one unanswered question 
about this scenario: Why was Martz so low 
on the Bears’ list? I thought he was a shoo-in 
the day Turner was fired.

Fans hope final season 
of ABC series will leave 
them with answers

You got a sense of how “Lost” ranks in the 
scheme of things when President Obama saw 
it coming—and blinked. 

When the White House discovered that 
his State of the Union speech was slated to 
run against the season premiere of the ABC 
series, it was moved up a few days to avoid 
angering fervent fans. 

“What’s amazing is, you realize how fickle 
your political affiliation is,” said co-creator 
Damon Lindelof. “I’m a lifelong Democrat, 
but when I first heard that they were consid- 
ering Feb. 2, I was like, ‘Mother ...’” 

The two-hour episode now will air Obama- 
free at 7 p.m. Tuesday on ABC, launching the 
show’s keenly anticipated sixth and final sea- 
son. Speculation about what happens to the 
survivors of Oceanic Flight 815 on their island 
asylum has reached the kind of pop-culture 
boiling point rarely seen. 

For years, “Lost” zealots have pored over each 
episode, literally frame by frame, have enhanced 
and painstakingly examined the audio, scoured 
the mise-en-scene, tracked down every script 
reference, searching eagerly for clues to what 
it all means. 

This type of meticulous diligence and inter- 
pretation, unprecedented in TV history, stuns 
even the show’s creators. 

In a joint e-mail, “Lost’s” brain trust, produc- 
ers Carlton Cuse and Lindelof (Losties refer to 
them simply as “Darlton”), marvel at what they 
have overwrought. 

“We consciously construct the story in plac-
